And it 
doesn't make much difference 
now that the two leaders who 
said no to the vote of the people 
are both dead. 
Their successors, in India and 
Viet Nam, have the same atti­ 
tude. 
When the Communist-led Viet­ 
namese crushed the French in 
1954 an agreement was worked 
out 
at 
Geneva 
with 
Britain, 
France, the Soviet Union, Red 
China, North Viet Nam, Laos 
and Cambodia taking part. 
The United States didn’t sign. 
It was acting as an onlooker. 
The 
agreement 
divided 
Viet 
Nam into North and South, with 
the 
Communists 
getting 
the 
northern part. The South Viet­ 
namese were left to set up their 
own provisional government. 
But by 1956, according to the 
agreement which set down some 
other conditions also, all the 
people of the two Viet Nams 
were to be allowed to vote on 
the kind of single government 
they wanted for the whole coun­ 
try. 
Meanwhile, in 1955 in South 
Viet Nam, a republic was creat­ 
ed with Ngo Dinh Diem presi- 
dent When the time came for ine 
that nationwide vote in 1956 he arf_a 
said no. His explanation was 
that 
he 
had 
not 
signed 
the 
Geneva agreement. The United 
States, which hadn't signed, ci­ 
ther, backed him up. 
It was hardly his only reason. 
The Reds might have won the 
electio n The North Vietnamese 
outnumbered 
the 
South 
Viet­ 
namese only by about 16 million 
to 15 million. 
But the Reds had tight control 
over the North Vietnamese and 
a lot of sympathizers In South 


Viet Nam which, besides, was 
badly split into factions. 
In 1958, about two years after 
the vote 
was to have taken 
place, the Red guerrillas slowly 
started their war against South 
Viet Tam. Eventually they took 
over most of tihe countryside. 
By the time Diem was over 
thrown and killed in 1963 the 
United States was well on its 
way to getting up to its neck in 
the war, as it is now.

Encouraging Originality 


Attention shifts once again to educa­ 
tion. And two college professors have 
come up with some timely observations 
on teaching and learning at the univer­ 
sity level. 
Prof. Frank Kurtzke of Colorado Col­ 
lege believes stiff academic loads may 
be turning some students into mechan­ 
ical robots. Students are being worked 
harder than ever these days, he says. 
And while they are being crammed 
with facts, the element of imagination 
may be withering away. 
Dr. Floyd C. Watkins of Emory Uni­ 
versity, thinking much along the same 
lines, encourages a return to what he 
t e r m s “saltier writing” in English 
classes. 
Too many students, he says, think — 
and thus write — in sterile, technical, 
dull and unimaginative terms. In this, 
he blames a demand for perfection, 
emphasis on grammar and correct 
language. The price can be the loss of 
originality and style. 
He cites the example of a youth who 


writes brilliantly, with expression and 
understanding, but who, because of 
technical weakness, is given a failing 
grade and dropped from school. 
This demanding age must and does 
place increasing emphasis on mechan­ 
ics and proficiency. This might be 
called the scientific approach. But in 
this is there not the danger of pushing 
out the one who may be of greatest 
promise 
the boy or girl who has a 
capacity of a different sort, the natural 
ability to create? 
Proficiency may yet take man to the 
moon. But the trip never would have 
begun without an idea. And rigid edu­ 
cational training may produce one day 
the best edited books the world has 
ever seen. But of what value will they 
be if they are dull and lifeless? 
One rambling, badly punctuated Tom 
Wolfe is worth all the thorough editors 
an entire generation can produce. Edu­ 
cators should be careful that he is not 
pushed aside in the rush to get his 
commas in the proper place. 


Here's Best Way To Train a Cat 
By Hal Boyle 


NEW YORK (AP)—There is 
a lot of nonsense abroad about 
cats. 
For example, when you get a 
cat for the first time, all your 
friends who are cat lovers, warn 
you sagely, “Cats are a lot dif­ 
ferent from dogs. You can train 
a dog, but you can’t train a 
cat.” 
This is ridiculous. Any domes­ 
tic animal can be trained. The 
difference is only one af degree. 
With dogs you simply decide 
what you want them to do, and 
then teach them to do it. With 
cats you work the other way. 
You find out what they want to 
do, and then don’t bother trying 
to teach them anything else. 
The system is infallible. 
As a result of applying this 
theory, I feel that the cat in our 


house, Lady Dottle, is perfeclty 
trained. 
At first I made the mistake of 
trying to train Lady Dottle as if 
she were a dog. For one thing I 
set out to teach her to stay out 
of the way.

When once cirrhosis begins, 
can it ever be cured? 
Active treatment can 
slow 
the progress and may e v e n 
control it. Some cases of cure 
are reported if the condiiton is 
reported if the condition is rec­ 
ognized early and the underly­ 
ing cause is eliminated. Alco­ 
hol must emphatically and rig­ 
idly be eliminated if this serious 
condition is to be kept under 
control. 


Can gall bladder d i s e a s e 
eventually cause cirrhosis? 
Occasionally, but rarely does 
this occur. Long standing, chro­ 
nic disease of the gall bladder, 
with or without gall stones, us­ 
ually comes to the attention of 
the physician relatively early. 
When the basic disease is elim­ 
inated by medical treatment 
or surgery, a condition of t h e 
liver can be avoided. 


Is hepatitis the same as cir- 
hosis? 
Hepatitis is an inflammation 
or infection of the liver. T h i s 
is accompanied by jaundice or 
yellowing of the skin. Cirrhos­ 
is is a totally different condi­ 
tion which, too, has jaundice as 
a sign of liver disease. S o m e ­ 
t i m e s infections of the liver 
when untreated leave chronic 
changes in the liver which re­ 
semble but are not truly cirrho­ 
sis. 


Milan, Italy —- The summer in 
Germany has b e e n cold; the 
local name for it has been the 
“green w i n t e r ”. So the ex­ 
odus, to Italy, has been great. 
The traffic over and through 
the Alps has featured long lines 
of bumper-to-bumper cars, with 
the 
sun-hungry Scandinavians 
piled on top of the Germans. 
Coming south from Innsbruck 
in the Austrian Tyrol the other- 
day, we must have seen most of 
these cars trying to get back to 
Germany. The long, sometimes 
narrow, road up the Adige Riv­ 
er valley in North Italy was pos­ 
itively congealed with traffic, 
like 
the 
George Washington 
Bridge across the Hudson Riv­ 
er at five o’clock. The honking 
of horns behind stalled trucks 
reminded one of Paris in the old 
days. 
What this means is that West­ 
ern Europe must have at least 
ten years of booming business 
ahead of it, assuming, of course, 
that money problems can 
be 
handled right. For, despite the 
huge crowding of its autobahns 
and autostradas (the new inter­ 
national “E” system of first- 
rate highways), Europe has just 
about reached a stage of car 
ownership comparable to that 
of the American Nineteen Twen­ 
ties. There are some 35 million 
automobiles in Europe today, 
which, for a somewhat equal 
population, is less than half the 
number owned by Americans. 
The two-car family is still in 
Europe’s future, and many Eu­ 
ropeans still use bicycles and 
scooters. It would be nice, in 
terms of a visitor's comfort, if 
things in Europe could be sta­ 
bilized as they are; the difficul­ 
ty of driving through Heidel­ 
berg’s narrow streets or the 
center of Munich is maddening 


enough even on a one-car fam­ 
ily continent. But the European 
does not live his life merely to 
accommodate visitors; he is go­ 
ing to have more cars at a rate 
of five million a year. And he 
is going to double his 4,500 miles 
of “ E” road network within a 
decade. 
What this means is the con­ 
tinued superimposition of a new 
Europe on the old. The mo­ 
tor systems go mostly through 
landscapes that, just yesterday, 
were cabbage and wheat fields. 
The Highway of the Sun, which 
goes south through the Apen­ 
nines to Florence and Rome 
from Italy’s Po Valley, skips 
blithely by hill towns which ac­ 
commodate only foot traffic. 
Two great new tunnels burrow 
under the Alps from Switzer­ 
land and France. 
Mt. Blanc, 
once a 
terrifying obstruction, 
now 
rests 
all 
its 
crushing 
weight of rock and ice on a sev­ 
en-mile tunnel through its base. 
Along with the new roads, 
which will continue to gobble up 
concrete into the indefinite fu­ 
ture, there are the motels, the 
shopping 
centers, 
the “n a w 
towns,” 
and the millions of 
homes adjacent to the old cit­ 
ies. These are bound to double 
and double again. What this 
may mean for culture is one 
thing; what it must mean for 
economics is a continuation of 
the boom regardless of whether 
it is pleasing to the eye, the ear 
and the nose. Europe may not 
welcome the smog that it is go­ 
ing to get, but it will continue 
to make money. 
In terms of politics, the com­ 
ing of the auto age to Europe 
must be just as maddening to 
Leftist politicians as a tie-up on 
the road to the Brenner Pass is 
to a German family trying to

get home. It means that the 
“bourgeoisification” 
of 
l i f e 
must go on and on. What is tru­ 
ly amazing is the life that still 
resides in the French and Ital­ 
ian Communist parties. But ten 
more years of auto age expan­ 
sion might kill even these hardy 
lack-logic perennials of the sup­ 
posedly logical Latin peoples. 
If I had money to invest, I’d 
bet on Europe more than on 
America. For events on the two 
continents seem to be moving 
in opposite directions. In Amer­ 
ica, 
there is 
the 
tax-eating 
Great Society, the problem of 
the decaying city masses, and 
the threat of inflation to pay for 
the mistakes of the politicians. 
They have had these things in 
Europe, too, and for a longer 
period than we have had them 
in America. But in Europe they 
have been digested, and the ac­ 
cent now seems to be on letting 
the entepriser move. If eastern 
Europe could only be pried open 
for free development the pros­ 
pects wrould be staggering. In 
any case, capitalism in Europe 
has had an operation on its 
glands; thanks to the 
motor 
car it is younger than ever.

As Cult by East Coasters 


HOLLYWOOD (AP) — Fol­ 
lowing the flood of Kennedy 
memoirs comes an onru sh of 
books abou t the late Hu mphrey 
Bogart. 
At least six books abou t Bo­ 
gart are in the pu blishing proc­ 
ess. The qu estion is: Why all 
this literatu re abou t an actor 
who has been dead eight y ears? 
Tile answer is that Bogie has 
been seized as a cu lt, first by 
collegiates of the Iv y Leagu e, 
then by the av ant garde camp 
followers of the Eastern sea­ 
board.

a bigger problem:

shorta ge of interna tiona l mon­ 
ey , a nd, consequently , a world­ 
wide recession. 
Fowler is try ing to set up a n 
interna tiona l conference to dis­ 
cuss this potentia l ha za rd a nd 
perha ps to find a wa y to ma ke 
the world less dependent on the 
dolla r.
